LIEUTENANT'S REVIEW: 

ISSUE: An anonymous male complainant contacted OPA by phone to allege the 
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named employee used profanity on two separate occasions during official 
department-related meetings. 

ANALYSIS: The anonymous caller failed to provide OPA-IS with suficient 
information to put the alleged use of profanity in context. However, a member of 
the OPA-IS unit was in attendance at one of the department meetings and 
recalled that profane words were used by members of the command staff to 
illustrate the circumstances under which such language would be unacceptable if 
used during an officer's interaction with a citizen. Profanity used for such 
demonstration purposes in-house would not amount to misconduct.

6-2-11 / 1515 hrs: i received a phone call from a man who requested that he remain 
anonymous. He provided no identifying information about himself, and my phone's 
caller ID screen displayed no phone number. The complainant allegedMm^mp 

used profanity on two separate occasions during official department-related meetings. 

The complainant reported he was present during a mandatory meeting between 

Sand SPD sergeants, which took place on 1-27-1 1 at 1600 hours. He provided no 
nation as to the location of said meeting, but estimated there were 40-50 people 
present. When asked if all the attendees were sw orn SPD ser geants he declined to 
elaborate. The complainant alleged that he heard |jU|||psav the word "f uc k" 2-3 
times, and the word "asshole" once during the meeting. He claimed pm|used 
such language a s he addres sed the meeting's attendees. When asked about the 
context in which^^Hm^llegedly used the profane words, he said the word "asshole" 
was used as the^Befercnced an unknown person. The complainant did not recall 
the context in wr^chj|^(^^usecl the word "fuck." He was unwilling to provide any 
additional details about the meeting. 

The complainant went on to allege jBmfaddressed a group of unknown people 
during a "Patrol Advisor Board" meeting, which took place on 5-5-1 1 at 0800 hours. The 
complainant claimed not to have been present, but said he received this information 
from an anonymous witness who was. He allegedflHHUf said the word "asshole" 
twice as he addressed the meeting's attendees, buF did not recall the context in which 
the word was used, The complainant provided no additional information and was quick 
to end our conversation.
